Road Safety. We have asked representatives from the County Surveyor's Office to 


meet members of the Residents association Committee and other interested parties 
to tour the Village and give their practical advice about road safety in general. 
We are particulurly concerned about a realistic speed limit, road signs and 
markings, which, although the majority of roads in the Village are unadopted, are 
of primary concern and require urgent attention before there are any accidents.

We have 
also asked the Parish Council to look into the possibility of providing posts or 
bollards to stop vehicular traffic from entering the Park from the perimeter road.

We are in ccntact with the Telephone Manoger vo , 
discover whether any allowance is mide for the fact thut—phone- points~are installed 
as houses are built in the Village when assessing the installation charge for the 
first quarter payment of phone bills. 
Unsold "Westwicks''. Following a letter from a resident, we contacted the Developers 
about their policy regarding unsold iiestwick houses in Otter Close/Gardens being uses 
as temporary accommodation for people awaiting houses to be built. Mr. K. Nuun 
assures us that all these houses have now been sold and that their new owners will 
be moving in as they are vacated. The gurdens will be brought up to ''Bar Hill 
standart as soon as possible. 

The Developers have also been asked to consider laying a path alongside the last 
Industrial Unit and across the Park for the benefit of peo»vle living in Phases 
2A,B and C who cross the Park to their employment in the Industrial Area. 
Hanover Housing. we have asked the Hanover Housing association to send a guest 
speaker to address a public meeting in the Village to outline the plans they have 
for the Old People and their amenities. We will give date, time and venue later. 
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
